Official patience was nearing an 
end as reports of continued delays 
to American vessels a t British 
contraband control ports reached 
the state departm ent. 
Leaving no doubt as to this 
government’s 
own 
indignation 
over English tactics, the State De 
partinent accused British author! 
ties of delaying American ships il­ 
legally and forcing them to under­ 
go unw arranted delays. 
This accusation was contained 
In an “aide memoire” handed Brl 
tish Ambassador Lord Lothian by 
the departm ent on Saturday. 
The 
document also insisted th at Eng 
lish officials are giving more con­ 
sideration to Italian ships passing 
through British contraband control 
stations, particularly a t Gibraltar. 
The 
state 
departm ent 
noted 
"with serious c o n tr a ” th at Ameri­ 
can ships have Ween detained at 
G ibraltar from nine to 18 days 
Tn addition, some of their cargo 
and mail has been removed while 
American diplomatic postage has 
been greatly delayed, according to 
the department. 
Several Violations Hit 
In several instances, the B rit­ 
ish have forced American ships in­ 
to the belligerent port of M ar­ 
seilles, in violation of the Ameri­ 
can neutrality law. 
In contrast to this treatm ent of 
American ships, the departm ent 
noted th at Italian vessels receive 
considerably more favorable con­ 
sideration and are perm itted to 
pass through contraband control 
stations with fa r less Inconveni­ 
ence and delay.

gotten as we apparently have, the 
W ashington Post editorial which 
Mr. Roosevelt made his explicit 
statem ent of policy. T hat article 
spoke of “the virtual certainty of 
American involvement” and said 
"the tremendous force of the U nit­ 
ed States m ust be a factor in their 
(the dictators’) current thinking.” 
If “total w ar” soon breaks out 
in all its fury as Lord Lothian pre­ 
dicts, our resolution to stay 
out 
will be put to the acid test. Box­ 
car headlines, day after day. Lon­ 
don bombed. W estminsted Abbey 
on fire. French hospitals shelled. 
Scores of ships sunk. French and 
English children facing starvation. 
And perhaps we will be permitted 
by those who control the radio to 
hear in our own homes the sick­ 
ening crash of bombs falling on 
London, Paris, but not of 
the 
bombs falling on German towns. 
Are these things unreal ? The 
British don’t think so. They took 
600,000 
children out of 
London 
months ago on the belief that the 
blitzkreig m ight fall at any mom­ 
ent. 
And there is Finland. Her gal­ 
lant stand in defence of her soil 
has won the admiration of the wide 
world. All of us except the Com­ 
munists and the American Student 
Union 
would rejoice to see 
the 
“Finnish” of the red butcher of 
Moscow. Nor is there any reason 
why Americans who feel strongly 
in the m atter should not unoffi­ 
cially and as individuals subscribe 
to Finland’s defense. 
But for the United States, as a 
nation, and officially, to loan Fin­ 
land money seems a long step into 
the war. Gifts by individuals com­ 
m it no one. They can stop any time 
they choose. It does not bind them 
and certainly dues not bind the mil­ 
lions of Americans who do not 
give nor believe in giving, or pre­ 
fer to give hungry Americans. 
If 
the 
government, 
however, 
makes a loan, can w’e stpp ? Can we 
refuse the next request for a loan ? 
No, I think not. Our moral defen­ 
ses against further loans will be 
gone. And having made Sne loan, 
and if the w ar spreads to Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, aren’t we com­ 
m itted to loan to them also, and 
again and again, until they win, 
just as we did 20 years ago? Is 
history to repeat itself? Is Fin­ 
land to be the Belgium of 1940 ? 
I respectfully submit th at the 
congresmen or senators or pres­ 
ident who votes for one loan to 
one w arring country, cannot be 
trusted not to vote for more loans 
to that country and all its allies. 
And then to do whatever seems 
necessary to safeguard the 
debt 
and the debtors—just as we did in 
1914-1917. We are m arching on to 
w ar right now whether we know it 
or not. And there m ust be some in 
Washington who know' it.
